It is contended by the Postal com- 
pany that the Southern Bell's operators 
show a preference for the Western 
Union company when they receive the 
code -call “Telegram.” It is also 
charged that the operators frequently 
jassert that the lines to the Postal of- 
fices are busy when a specified demand 
is made for a connection with the of- 
ficers of this company. 

Atlanta, Augusta, Macon and Rome 
are the cities mentioned in the com- 
plaint. The Postal company charges 
that the Southern Bell Telephone and 
Telegraph company owhs the Western 
Union Telegraph company, and that be- 
cause of this fact it shows a preference 
in its favor, 

The commission is asked to issue’ an 
order compelling the Southern ell 
company to desist from making connec- 
tions on a simple call for “Telegram,” 
and petitions that if any code words are 
to be recognized they be “Western 
Union” and “Postal,” indicating clearly 
the company desired by the sender of 
the message. It is further asked that 
the Southern Bell be ordered to desist 
from diverting business to the Western 
Union and that it be prompt in making 
connections with the Postal company. 
A general denial to the charges is 
made by the Southern Bell Telephone 
company, which submits a number of 
figures to substantiate the denial. The 
Postal was represented at the hearing 
by Attorneys Dan W. Rountree and R. 
W. Crenshaw and Superintendent G. W. 
Riddle, while the Southern Bell's repre- 
sentatives were Attorneys Hunt Chip- 
ley and H. HE. W. Palmer and President, 
W. T. Gentr; 


NEGRO CHURCH IS SUED

Henry Pilcher & Sons, a pipe 
organ manufacturing firm of 
Louisville, has entered suit in 


the superior court against the 
St. Paul African Methodist Episcopal 
church, as an organization, and its 
trustees as individuals, for $1,100, a 
balance alleged to be due on an organ 
installed in the church last year.

Land Values in Tift’ 

‘The enriching influence of good roads and pro- 
gressive farming, which, by the way, generally go 
side by side, was strikingly witnessed in a recent 
sule of country lands along the Journal-Herald Higsh- 
way in Tift county. One hundred and fifty acres 
wer> auctioned at prices ranging between eighty-five 
and a hundred and twenty-five dollars an acre; an 
entire tract of five acres sold at the latter figure and 
several others were bought for more than a hundred 
dollars an acre. In another part of the safe county, 
four hundred ‘acres, much of which is swamp land, 
sold for correspondingly good prices. 

Tift county, as all Georgians know, is in the 
forefront of the State's good-roads crusaders.‘ When 
it was determined some years ago to extend 
the National Highway to Jacksonyille, the business 
men of Tifton and the farmers in the surrounding 
district began a vigorous and systematic campaign to 
bring the highway through their county; and they 
suceeeded by the excellent roada they produced, The 
energy aroused and organized through this particular 
undertaking was distributed among many parallel 
enterprises. 
tions with the great central highway were estab- 
lished se that Tift county now enjoys the advantages 
of a true system of good roads, :

Well built and well kept roads invariably raise the 
price and quicken the demand for adjacent farms. 
They upbuild the community as 2 whole, They make 
schools accessible and bring town and country into 
closer commercial relationships. They make the life 
of the people more worth living. Little wonder that 
lands in such a county sell for a hundred and 
twenty-five dollars an acre; that Is merely the be- 
ginning of their value. 

It is a noteworthy fact that Tift county's truck- 
farm industries, which are fast becoming one of its 
chief sources of wealth, have developed step by step 
with its good roads movement. So soon as improved 
highways reached inte the country about Tifton, the 
idea of diversified crops gained popular favor.” Long

The Tragedy of Blood 
BY DE. FRANK CEANE.

The essence of tragedy is the vain struggle of the 
soul against the inevitable, From the days of the 
Greek dramatists until now man has risen to his lofti- 
est stature when facing the iron front of fate. 

‘The steel prison bara that hem souls are those of 
custom, morals, ‘religion, convention, public opinion, 
prevailing. prejudice, caste. r 

Socrates died because he 
fanatic ideas of morality in his time. 
he was corrupting the state. 

Jesus was crucified because of the hard dominance 
of Pharisaism, They thought he threatened their 
caste. 

In medieval times the element of tragedy was 
Plentiful in the conflict of free souls against ortho- 
doxy. Savanarola and Bruno went down before the 
power of fixed credulities. 

In our own day the material for the tragic ia not 
lacking. There are still giant prejudices that hold 
the public mind, and whoso attacks them will be 
crushed.

thousands of us, perhaps in the s@b-consciousness of 
all white people, lies the feeling that to be born @

A striking example of this is the case of William 
Henry Les, a book publisher of Chicago, formerly of 
the firm of Laird & Lee, He died on June 30, 1913, 
leaving, it is said, a considerable fortune. 

Upon his death, attention was called to the strange 
manner of his life, He kept his past wrapped in mys- 
tery. He pad no close friends, no known relatives, 
He was successful in business. In private life he wes 
@ recluse. 

He was qa good dresser, lived well, everything in 
his clothing, house and environment was of the finest. 
He was not flashy, but cultured, in appearance and 
habits, 

He was of a studious, literary turn. His partner, 
Mr. Laird, said of nim: “Lee was one of the ‘whitest’ 
men I ever had dealings with. He was square and 
true all the time.” 

But--he had negro blood in his veins! He was not 
markedly colored. That was his secret tragedy. That 
separated him from cordial intercourse with ‘his fel- 
lows. That it was which he always felt would arise 
like a specter and bar him from more intimate admis- 
sion into the social life with the men and women 
around him. 

His life story is as sadly dramatic as any tale of 
the dark past, Born of a slave mother before the 
war, becoming @ valet of a Confederate general dur- 
ing the rebellion, and subsequently a waiter in a St. 
Louis restaurant, then a salesman in Chicago, rising 
to @ position as partner in a book publishing firm, he 
was, juat before his death, engaged in editing what 
was to be ‘the finest dietionary in Americs.* 

An admirable career of force and courage! Yet it 
was all of no avail to redeem him frem his social 
isolation, There was the ‘blood of the negro in him!

Let the Child Talk 


Dr. S. J. Ganot, French scientist, believes that the 
only way to develop a child's individuality is to allow 
him to talk when in the family circle. “A child does 
not want to be impudent or give ‘back talk,’ he says. 
“Most grown-ups think that anything sald by a child 


in reply to an admonition of an elder is impudence. 
A child wishes to reason. He wishes to present his 
side of the case. In a crwd he hears others express- 
ing an opinion, and wishes to do the same. If he is 
made to be silent his individuality is suppressed. He 
is mentally stunted, and is not being allowed to grow 
naturally. The child who is allowed to say what he 
wants to, when he wants to say it, never iS impudent, 
On the contrary, he is thoughtful, usually not too talk- 
ative, and can express himself sensibly and well. He 
is devoid of bashfulness and self-consciousness.” 

Dr. Ganot's ideas as to the raising of children are 
directly opposite to those in vogue & generation ago, 
and even opposed to some modern rulings of the aver- 
age household. He believes that a normal child should 
be allowed to do pretty much as he pleages. He should 
choose his own food, his own toys, His own enjoy- 
ments, He should be listened to, reasoned with, and 
an effort should be made to understand him. 

“There will be no more cases of bad tempered chit- 
dren and of quarrelsome households,” says Dr. Ganot, 
“after the individuality of the child is understood and 
developed, instead of frowned upon and suppressed, 
Give a child a simple task or two each day, allow him 
to eat and sleep and play as he wishes, and you will 
have a healthy, happy, intelligent child who will make 
@ normal, intelligent, successful man.”—Chicago Trib- 
une.

The Poet of Sister Songs 


With Francis Thompson the shining symbols of 
things seen cried loudly through his senses to his spir- 
it. None who has read Sister Songs can fail to note, 
even to bewilderment, how the trailing metaphors, 
drawn from the images of things seen, shift and pass 
and change over the face of the poem in token of the 
inelectable things, they imprison and typify, The very 
violence of some of the metaphors betokens the vio- 
lence of the soul-thirst of the poet; the very vagrancy 
of some of them displays the pleasure of the wii. 
who rested, amid painful things, to make the universe 
his box of toys. 

Some discipline had to come, whether it was the 
Giscipling of order, leading to sOlution, or the dis- 
cipline of renunciation, leading to some form of asceti- 
cism, The glory and miracle of tte seen world, mo- 
mentarily displaying the invisible universe as it 
comes into sight and passes out of sight in flux and 
reflux (like a globe whirling in darkness on only one 
tangent of which falls a bar of light), could not ex- 
elude his, attention, however much it might excite 
him. The mind must pass on to its higher business, 
or rebate its achievement; and the first should hold 
promise of, the last. Rut as Francis Thompson sang 
out his spiritual progress and discovery it is plain to 
see that he begins to take the way of renunciation and 
not that of’ solution. In the man himself this would 
make an interesting psychological study. There is 
no doubt that doctrinaire theology (embodying, in the 
first instance, the progress of other and probably whol= 
ly alien minds) was largely responsible for this, It 
housed him from the visible beauty that assailed and 
excited him, and which he could not in his body sus- 
tain, till in the agony of desire and denial cry after 
ery of pain was wrung from him.—Darrell Figgis, in 
the October number of the North American Review.

heap it up under your hat if you wish,| better than she knows how to flatten| 


cr you can wait until evening to ar- 
range it in the new swirl. 

It really makes little difference as far 
as the hat is concerned, unless you have 
one of the coat shapes that project far 
out in the back, and for this you need a 
fiat coil of hair arranged across the 
back of the head from ear to ear. Re- 
member ‘this, for it is important. 

The boat-shaped hat will remain in 
fashion, and although it is worn low on 
the head, they do not look their best 
when resting on the nape of the neck. 
They must be tilted up a bit at the back 
and down over the left temple. And to 
way the hair must 
ck so that it will 
form an obstacle to the hat slipping 
back, 

What is commonly known as the mo- 
tor wheel coiffure over here is adopted 
for this especial type Of hat. It must 
be arranged in a tight neat manner and 
held in place by an invisible net and 
strong shell combs for neither fashion 
nor art allow the straggling or slipping 
of hair on the neck. 

Another way in which to arrange a 
masa of hair below the line of the hat 
is to take the two thick ends of one’s 
own hair or a switch, and draw it like 
a bandeau around the head, holding it 
out thickly in the back with two shell 
combs, one placed behind each ear, The 
hat rests easily on this. 

Beturn of rench Twist, 

The trouble with wearing the hair 
high under a hat is that it leaves the 
nape of the neck too exposed, and it 
makes a bulge in the crown of the hat. 
No matter how high the brim is the 
rown remains moderately low, and it 
takes on an ugly line if it is pushed 
upward by a_roll of hair. It is better 
to omit the new colffure in the day time 
and go in for it at night.

Every woman will know how to do it 


the hair arourd the head according to 
the present fashion. There have been 
many mistakes in this present method 
of arranging the locks and possibly the 
majority of women will welcome the re- 
turn to the French twist which ends in 
a high fluff of hair on the very top of 
the head. 

This is the way it is done: The front 
hair has a slight parting at the side, as 
usual, and is drawn down over the ears 
and in front of the temples. Then all 
the hair is gathered at the back and 
rolled into a tight French twist that ex- 
tends from the nape of the neck to the 
top of the head. The hair is releasea 
there and rolied over the fingers into a 
high, loose psyche knot, or pulled out 
into a puff. Whichever way a woman 
cares to adopt she catches down the 
sides of ft with two fancy shell pins. 

It’ she has become accustomed to wear- 
ing that long shell comb which curves 
from the nape of the neck to the crown 
of the head, she need not disregard it; 
it looks well at the side of the French 
twist, but sho must conceal the shell 
pins at the top, for fashion does not al- 
low a variety of ornaments in the hair. 

STILL OVER THE EARS. 

There is no change in the manner of 
arranging the front hair. It still covers 
the forehead and the ears. The bias 
line of the Greeks Js too trying for the 
majority of women, and a heavy pad of 
hair over the ears is often unbecoming 
to the face; therefore, the individual 
must study out the best way of placing 
the hair on the temples, and she wil 
find a comb and a hair pin first aids to 
this work. 

With the former she must pull the 
locks forward on the temples and with 
the latter she must thin them out and 
separate them so they will not lie heay- 
ily on her cheek bones.

POULTRY, PIGEONS AND LIVE STOCK 


A Way to Produce Plenty Beef and 
Reduce the Cost of It. 


(CONTINUED.) 


HE best part of it all would 
| be, it is a by-product, 
something that the money 
derived from it would do more 
good than money made in any 
other way, and as much would be 
left on the farm as would be car- 
ried off of it. There are many 
secfions of country that are doing 
work similar to this and we will 
eventually have to get at it, and 
the sooner the better. I noticed 
on @ recent trip through Virginia 
hundreds of cattle betng driven to 
town by the farmers, and in near- 
ly every case there would only be 
a few head brought in by each 
man. Of course tnere were a 
large number of cattle buyers and 
they would go to the farms and 
buy a few head from each person. 
One man alone told me that he 
had exported this spring over 
$200,000 worth of cattle which he 
had bought from the farmers of 
the surrounding territory. This is 
in Virginia, in a section where 
they cannot raise cotton, but they 
go raise grass and these cattle were ratsed without much labor and 
on land worth from $100 to $500 per acre, hilly, rough land that 
grows good grasses but none of it would grow as many tons of alfalfa 
par acre as. our Georgia lands. On every farm in this country can be 
een a small herd of cattle, almost always running from five to twenty 
head on each farm 
It is the small breeder who has to supply the nation with not 


only cattle but hogs and poultry, and they are the ones to encourage 
to do this work. They as a rule have more time to look after a few 
calves and it is time converted into money that would be thrown away 


if it-was not done. The first of all things to get this work started in 
our country, some men in the neighborhood or people who have money 
must first put good males in their community so that it will be conven- 
jent for the people to breed to these good males and start a foun- 
daiion of a class of animals that will bring something, If we were 
to raise to the age of two to three years steers from the averaga of 
the cattle that we are now breeding they would not bring over $30 to 
$50 per head at the most. Therefore, they could not show but Kittle 
profit, if any, and we must have the right kind of cattle to do this 
york with, something that when we sell a two-year-old steer we will 
get $100 for it. This country will have to be stocked to begin wita 
with that class of ‘cattle before we’ can ever hope to do much with 
the cattle industry. 

Just this past week Miller Brothers, of Oklahoma, shipped an- 
other consignment of twelve carloads of cattle from Florida. They 
have shipped hundreds of head of cattle out of our midst this year. 
They are (aking our native cattle and doing just wnat I have suggestea, 
crossing them on good firstelass beef bulls. And, if they can pay the 
freight on these cattle and take them to their ranches and do this- 
work successfully and show a big per cent of profit, we certainly can 
| do likewise in, this country, and the citizens of Georgia should leave 
ji nothing undone to try and encourage everyone on the farm to first 

plant a few acres of alfalfa, then begin saving all of their calvee and 
L increase the quality of them. With plenty feed even the ordinary 
rub can be improved on, and by crossing our natives with gooa 
thoroughbreds in a few years this country could be stocked with a 
| good class of cattle. When the cattle are produced we will have pack- 
E ing houses and buyers that will come to our door and pay the price 
: for them, and it would be a great thing if every farmer in this coun- 


% try could sell eve year from $200 to $1,000 worth of either milk 
iN cows or beef cows off of their farm, and conyert the rich grasses of 
} the bills and valleys of Georgia into a food pro@uct that the world, 
ig obliged to have. 
a If we ever once get in a habit of doing this work it will grow 
and take care of itself, and it is something that can so easily be done
